He ſpake alſo of Beaſts, and of Fowl, and of 
creeping Things, and of Fiſhes; which Book is ſuppoſed to 
be loſt in the Deſtruction of the glorious Temple erected 
by him.

E HOS HAP HAT was the Son of A, King of 

Judah, and ſucceeded his Father at the Age of 35

mies under his Feet, and cauſed the numerous Armies 
of Moab, Mount-Seir, and the Children of Ammon, who 
had joined together againſt him, to fall upon onean- 
other, and totally deſtroy themſelves, without a Blow 
from 7eho/Saphat. This Prince walking in the Ways 
of God, the Almighty was pleaſed ſo to bleſs him

that had crept into the Government in the latter Part of 
his Father's Reign ; rendering their Duty and Service - 
to him, if he would make their Burdens lighter.

Authority, and cheif Treaſurer to Candace, Queen of 
Ethiopia, who was ſitting in his Chariot, and reading 
in E/aias the Prophet, theſe Words, He was led as a Sheep 
to the Slaughter ; and like a Lamb dumb before his Shearer, 
fo opened he not his Mouth, & .

MONG all the Perſecutors of the firſt Chriſt-' 

1ans, no one exerted himſelf ſo Vehemently againſt 
them as Saul, who was alſo called Paul, and became 
afterwards the great Apoſtle of the Gentiles. He, as the 
Scripture ſays, breathing out Threatnings and Slaughter 
againſt the Diſciples of the Lord, obtained Letters from 
the High-Prieſt to the Synagogues of Demaſcus, that he 
might bring bound to Jeruſalem all that he found 
profeiling the Religion of 7% But as he came near 
to Damaſcus, there ſuddenly ſhone round about him 
a Light from Heaven, and he fell to the Earth, and 
heard a Voice, ſaying to him, Saul, Saul, Yhy perſecuteſt 
thou me ? And he ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? And the 
Lord faid, Tam Jeſus, auvhom thou perſecuteſl. It is hard 
for thee to fick againfl the Prich. Upon this, reſigning 
himſelf to the Divine Direction, he went to Damaſcus, 
and after he had remained blind Three Days, was reſtored 
to Sight by Hnanias; and om the Bloodieſt Perſecutor, 
became the molt zealous Confeſſor and Apoſtle.

CX. The JAYL OR Converted. 


A UL, after this, in the Name of the Lord, cau-

FT E R many Miracles performed by St. Paul, 

and proſelyting great Numbers to the Chriſtian 
Religion, he was at laſt apprehended at FJeruſalem by 
the Jeaus, and would have been put to death, had it not 
been for the chief Captain of the Romans in that City, 
who, finding the Jews implacably bent to deſtroy him, 
ſent him under a Guard to Cz/area, the Refidence of 
Felix, and chief Roman Governor of Judea; who findin 
the Jexvs unable to prove any thing worthy of Death 
againſt him, uſed him with Lenity ; and after certain 
Days ſent for him, his wife Drufilla, a Teweſs, being 
preſent, and heard him concerning the Faith in Chriſt;

Judgment to come, Felix trembled, and anſwered, Go 
thy way fer this time; auben I have à convenient Seaſon, 
1 will fend for thee. But after Two Years, Portius 
Feflus came into Felix's room; and Felix, willing to ſhew 
the Jews a Pleaſure, left Pau/ bound. 


CXII. S-. PAUL bit by a Vier. 

HIS great Apoſtle had at laſt no other Way 

left to eſcape the Malice of the Jeaus, but by ap- 
pealing to C2/cr himſelt: And being put in a ſhip, in 
order to be ſent to Rohe, they were overtaken by a vio- 
lent Storm, in which, having run the greateſt Hazard, 
they were caſt in ſafety on the Ifland of Melita, now 
called Malia. The People of the Iſland ſhewed them
